Let Me Write Your Policies] D0N ’ T WANT AN investigation. 

Judge Barry, representative from Lyon and Marshall, threw a small size 
bomb in the administration menagerie down at Frankfort the other day by offer- 
ing a resolution to inquire into the affairs of the State. These are the charges 
announced in his speech when presenting the resolution :• 

“We have the right to know what public servants are doing. We want 
this investigation and if everything is all right, well and good. The resolution 
looks to the cutting down of expenses. We will show that thousands of dollars 
have been paid in salaries for services never rendered. We will show that 
there are mer employed by the state who are getting $150 per month and who 
are compelled by an ante-election contract to send $50 to some other man at 
home who is doing no work for the state at all. There are other men who 
have paid hundreds of dollars for positions they are now holding and who were 
unable to get their positions until they had paid over that money. ” 

We have it straight that a committee of Administration men were appointed. 
Judge Barry, who by the way is a staunch Democrat, was added to the com- 
mittee. He tried in every way to get the members to meet, but failed. He 
then offered another resolution naming a number of anti-administration men to 
be added to the committee. The house objected and he was forced to let the 
administration Speaker name the additional committeemen. The {committee 
is now composed of eleven Beckham-Hager-Haley men, and this of course set- 
tles the matter, J[the committee will never meet and there will be no investigat- 
ion. 

This is a period of investigation and reform and by the Administration try- 
ing to smother this matter only injures the Democratic party. It will be re- 
membered that every effort was made to investigate the office of Dick Tate 
several years before his exposure and flight, and the same tactics were then 
used by “friendly” members of Tate to smother the investigation as are being 
used now to smother this investigation asked for by Judge Barry. We all 
know what happened then. 

Now, mind you, we do not suspect that any State official is now a defaulter, 
but there are such extravagances going on at Frankfort and practices being 
indulged that will never see the light of day unless the Legislature appoints a 
committee that will do its duty. 

If nothing can be found going on worthy of criticism , the powers that be 
and the Democratic party will be all the stronger. If there are abuses that 
can be corrected now by the representatives of the Democratic party, the party 
of course will be made the stronger. It is all bosh about furnishing campaign 
matter for Republicans, we look at it in a different light, if abuses are being 
practiced under cover in the Democratic party, let Democrats expose them and 
let Democrats correct them and you leave the Republicans without a charge 
to make. 

Since the above was put in type Judge Barry has resigned from the Com- 
mittee, as well he might, for it was the waste of time on his part after sizing 
up the Committee. In his withdrawal speech he said : 

“When it seemed that nothing could be accomplished by the committee "ap- 
pointed, I thought it would be a good idea to add four new members. I then pre- 
pared a resolution naming four additional committeemen. My intentions, how- 
ever, became known to the administration, and when I arrived in the House and 
saw General Haley and Mr. Tandy and the powers behind the throne marshall- 
ed in battle array, they had thrown out the tentacles and captured my friend 
from Louisville, Tommy Drewry, whom I love still but at whom I am deeply 
grieved. 

“The man who goes against this machine here is like one butting his head 
against a brick wall.” 

“Are men thus to be hauled around by a halter?” he asked, “God forbid.”

The fortifications of Manilla Bay it was stated 
will probably cost $2,000,000, those at Subig Bay over $1,000,000, and those at 
Guantanamo $2,500,000 making a total of $5,500,000 for those three points alone. 
The expenditure of so large a sum for such strong fortifications as are planned 
would seem to indicate that an early independence of the Philippines is only a 
dream, since the government would hardly sanction such fortifications were 
th^y to be turned over at an early date to a nation bound to us by no racial ties 
whatever. .
